Grading and Marking Rules, which the Central Government

DRAFT RULES 

L (1) These rules may be called (he Fat Spread Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1993. 

(21 They shall apply to the Fat Spread pioduced in India. 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires 

(1) “Agricultural Maikcting Adviser” means the Agri¬ 

cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of

f5) “Foreign Substances” means any substances other 
thon the addibles dnd ingredients permissible und^r 
these rules; and 

(6) ‘Schedule” means Schedules annexed to these rules. 

3. Grade designations,—For the purpose of these rules the 
grade designations shall be the names of the grades which 
indicate the quality of fat spreads as given under column 1 
of the Schedules I, II and III. 

4. Definition of quality.—For the purpose of these rules the 
definition of the quality shall be such as given against each 
grade designation in columns (2) to (7) of the Schedules I, 
17 and HI, 

5. Grade designation mark.—The grade designation mark 
shall consist of— 

(1) A label specifying name of the commodity, grade 
designation and bearing a design consisting of an 
outline map of India with the word “AGMARK” 
and the figure of rising sun with the words “Produce 
of India” and “ flpTfhr eF Tl TT ” resembling the 
one as set out in Schedule IV; or 
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(2) “AGMARK’ replies consisting of design incorpora¬ 
ting the number of certificate of authorisation, the 
word “AQMARK” the name of the commodity, the 
grade designation and resembling the one as specified 
in Schedule V : 

Provided that the use of “AGMARK” replica in lieu of 
‘AGMARK’ label shall be allowed only to such authorised 
packers who has been granted necessary permission on appli¬ 
cation, in writing, by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or 
an officer duly authorised in this regard as per rule 10 of 
the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988. 


6. Method of Packing,—(1) Fat Spread shall be packed 
only in sealed packages each weighing 25 gms. 100 gms.,

(2) Fat Spread shall be packed in cartons, packets, tin* 
or any other packing materials duly certified as suitable 
for the packaging by the Indian Institute of Packaging, Bombay 
or Central Food Technological Research Institute, Mysore or 
Central Institute ol Plastic Engineering Technology, Madras 
and a proved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or any 
other officer aulhorised by him in this behalf as pcrTdle II

(3) Fat Spread shall be packed in any of the following

of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, namely ;— 

(i) The product may contain edible common salt not exceeding 2 percent by weight in aqueous phase; 

(ii) milk solids—not-fat; 

(iii) no flavouring agent except diacetyl whose concentration may not exceed 4.0 parts per million by weight; 

(iv) permitted emulsifiers and stabilisers; 

(v) permitted anti-oxide ms namely Butylated Hydroxy Anisole (BHA) or Tertiary Butyl Hydro Quione (TBHQ) not 

exceeding in concentration upto 0.02 percent of the fat content of the Spread; 

(vi) permitted class II preservatives namely Sorbic acid including the Sodium, Potassium and Calcium salts (Calculated as 
Sorbic acid) or Benzoic acid and its Sodium and Potassium salts (Calculated as Benzoic acid) or both, not exceeding in 
concentration of 1000 parts per million by weight; 

(vii) permitted sequestering agents; and 

(viii) no other colouring agents except Annatto and/or Carotene, 

7. The product shall contain raw or refined Sesasame (Til) oil i n siffleient quantity so that when separated fat is mixed with 
refined Groundnut oil in the proportion of 20 : 80, the red colour produced by Baudouin’s test shall not be lighter than 2.5 red 
units measured in 1 centimeter cell on Lovibond scale. 

8. The product shall contain not less than 25 International Units of syntehtic Vitamin ‘A* per gram at the time of packing and 
shall show a positive test for Vitamin 'A’ when tested by Antimony Trichloride (Carrprice) reagent, as per method prescribed 
under I.S. 5886-1970. 

9. The melting point of extracted fat by capillary slip method shall not be more than 37° C.
